From points north:
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From I-95 S, take the 1-295 exit (exit 84B) toward Charlottesville.
Merge onto I-295 N toward 1-64 W / Charlottesville

Go for about 7 miles, then take exit 51B to Nuckols Rd. South
Merge onto Nuckols Rd.

Turn right onto Cox Rd.

Follow to 4224 Cox Rd, building is on your right

From points south:
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From I-95 N, take exit 79 (I-64 W towards Powhite Pkwy/Charlottesville)
Follow to Exit 180B Gaskins Road North

Turn left at second light, onto W. Broad St. (250 West)
